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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 and 14-16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1- 3are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fry et al. 
GB2257357A. 

Regarding claim 1, Fry et al. disclose an injection plug assembly for insertion into 
a wall structure to permit safe access to and wide distribution of a fluid spray into said 
wall structure, said assembly comprising: an elongated outer sleeve 14 arranged to 
pinch any thickness wall structure; and an elongated outer sleeve-adjusting fluid 
delivery bolt 28 arranged through and permanentlv received within said outer sleeve - 
14, said elongated bolt having a generally radially directed fluid distribution channel 
adjacent a distal end thereof (please refer go figure 1 of Fry et al.). 

Regarding claim 2, Fry et al. disclose theinjection plug assembly as recited in 
claim 1, wherein said elongated delivery bolt 14 has a bore 19 arranged therethrough 
for delivery of fluid therefrom. 
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Regarding claim 3, Fry et al. disclose the injection plug assembly as recited in 
claim 2, wherein said elongated delivery bolt has a cap 24 on a proximal end thereof. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fry 
et al. in view of Jackson US5058312. 

1 . Regarding claim 4, Fry et al. substantially disclose the invenition as discussed in 
claims 1-3. 

2. Fry does not disclose that the cap 24 is removable. 

3. Jackson discloses that the cap 96 is removable (col 5, line 26 discloses that the 
cap is hingeably mounted). 

4. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to apply the teaching of Jackson of a removable cap to the 
invention of Fry et al. in order to make maintenance on the unit easier to perform. 

5. Regarding claim 5, Fry et al. substantially disclose the invenition as discussed in 
claims 1-3. 

6. Fry does not disclose that the bolt 14 has a plurality of radially directed openings. 
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7. Jackson discloses that the bolt 130 has a plurality of radially directed openings 
on its distalmost end to permit sideways directed fluid discharge (col 7, lines 58-61). 

8. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to apply the teaching of Jackson of a bolt with radially directed 
openings in order to distribute the fluid as efficiently as possible. 

9. Regarding claim 6, Fry et al. substantially disclose the invenition as discussed in 
claims 1-3. 

1 0. Fry does not disclose that the an array of longitudinally directed pairs of fingers. 

1 1 . Jackson discloses that the sleeve 64 has a circumferential array of longitudinally 
directed pairs of fingers 60 therearound, to permit pinching of said assembly to a wall 
structure. 

12. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to apply the teaching of Jackson of longitudinal fingers to the 
invention of Fry et al. in order to further disperse the liquid during use. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 14-16 are allowed. 

13. Claims 7-13are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
